F. Mclendon's sermon
Methodist chureh last
nlght was on the subject of *Per-
sonul Work.” The church was filled
to overtlowing and the congregation
shuwed wuch interest, A aplendid
chiolr has been organized and the sing
g adds much to the secvices.

Une of the tirst things the evangel-
st vald last nlght was that e was
golng to have @ revival in Anderson
in splte of the devil and everything
elge.

His sermon  was  from Proverbs
11:50, “He that winueth souls s wise”

Mr. MeLendon suld:

1 you walk down the atreets of
Anderson and ask the men you meef,
'Who is the wise man? a giécat vi-
rigty of answers would be obtuined,
The lawyer, the bankes, the mill man,
farmer and the politician might be

diked and everyone would glve a dif
ferent answer, but  when vou turn
away from mun with all these discora-

ant answers and look up to the face
of God and say, *Who Is the wise mun ?
comes thundering  down  from the
world of light, ‘He thal winneth souls

in wise.! One reason that we shoptld
win souls s becanse Jesus Christ bas
communded us to do it. Matthew
“501Y, 'Go ye into all the world uml
make disciples of all nations.! That
commandment was followed by every
followe: of Jesus Christ in every nze
of the church history. Every person
that elafms to be o Christian and is
not winning men for Christ is dis-
abedlent to the Lord., Jesus said, ‘Ye
are my [riends, if ye do whatsoever [
command you."

“This was the business of Jesus
Christ himself; to seek and save the
lost.  There was Just one thing He
lived for, one thing e suffered for,
one thing He died for, amd that was
to save the lost,

“Is that your ourpose? Is that
what you live for”? Is that the pas-
slon of your life? If not, what right
bave you to pose yoursell off on thils
poor old world as a Christian? Jesus
walked down the banks of the Sea of
Galllee and sald: ‘Come and follow
me and I will make you great finan-
clers,’ no great politiclans, no great
husiness men, no, but | will make you
fishers of men, and they sald good-
bye pa, goodbye fishing smack, good-
bye old seaweed, goodbye nets, we are
going to preach the gospel.

“The Lord in 1st Corinthians 1:26
27, 28 the instruments that he used:

“1st. Not many wise men after the
flesh, That means the fellow that
nasn't much above his collar button.

“Znd. The foollsh things of the
world. That takes in the majority of
you Anderson folks.

“drd. The weak things of the world,
and here the evangelist linperennated
David and Gollath.

Hg sald that David returned from
the fight with a glant’s head and four
rounds of ammunition left over, Then
he told how God had mightily used
the ‘base and desplsed things of the
world. He asked the question, Why
it was that God went to ths town of
Bennettuville and put his hand on a
cold-blooded, viclous gambler and
called him to preach the gospel? It
was because God's ways are not man's
ways. He told the Christlan people
In the congregation that an awful re-
aponsibi‘lty liea at their door and that
God wou'd hold them responsible not
only for what they did but also for
what they did not do.

He closed the sermon with the bean-
tiful world painting of how tha right-
eous shail shine as the brightness of
the firmament and they Lthat turn

many to rightcousness as Lhe stars;
forever and ever.

Rev. ‘Baxter F. McLendon opened up
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It caompaign here Sunduy morping
by saying that he didn't care a rap
whether anybody liked the sermons or

not, just so he plegsed Godd,
The Hoeverend MeLendon s of a
nervous temperament, never still,

pulling his bhair, twisting his handker-
chief, or lingering his notebook all
the time. He s down in the alsle
one jnute, standing on a cushioned
hair with both feet the next and then
straddle of the pulplt, e hoas o free-
dom In the pulpit that is very seldom
geen, and i he I8 not at howe, he cer-
taluly acts lke it.

It seems thal he puts every ounce
of energy that he has into bis ser-

mons.  He hus g remarkable way of
condensing his thoughts Into the sim-
plest Junpuage. That is evidently one
of the secrets of hls greal success,
Then by his power of impersonution
In his sermon Sunday moruing on
“What Hinders Prayer” he showed

how Isaiah went to Hezekiah and 101d
Iiim of his coming death, and d.+ It
In such a unigque way that people were
lunghing one minute and cerying the
next,

In his sermon he sl.owed the many
things that hinder one's prayers from
polng through., One of the first things
enumerated was the sgelfishness of the
motive that lies back of the prayer;
the next was veneered over and cov-
ered up and unconfessed «ins

The sermon  showed how people
hayve God under complete subordina-
tion to pleagure, family, politics, bus-
iness and other worldly interests, To
lustrate the evangelist got down on
the floor to show how people had God
down there, and then he stood up on
u high chair and  with his hand
stretched up, showed that all these
things were above God.
